One of the reasons for 50 many, 
flubbed iron shots is’ that the 
player docs not hit them decisive- 
ly enough, This is due largely’ 
to the player's hesitancy in regard 
to his control over the shot.

Naturally 
gn actual round of play is a poor 
place to try and overcome, this 
hesitancy, Here oftentimes the 
player is intent on his score and 
he is apt to spare his stroke for . 
the sake of greater accuracy. 

In consideration of this angle, 
the player stands a better chance 
of improving his shotmaking if he 
will carry the issue’to the practice 
fairway. Here, with no fear of a 
mounting score, he can hit down on 
the ball with the irons and hit hard, 
dispatching the ball as the élub- 
head goes on through and tukes 
turf.
